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Fire Alarm Causes Early Wake 
Up Call at South Campus

On Aug. 25 the Omaha Fire Department responded to a call at the Walter Scott 
Residence Hall, located on UNO's south campus. 

At 1:40 a.m. in the second floor lobby near the elevator, a fire extinguisher was 
sprayed, which then set off the smoke detector. 

Stan Schleifer, manager of support services, said an employee at the control 
desk in the Scott Residence Hail called the fire department and Campus Security 
after receiving an alarm that a smoke detector was set off. ; 

The fire department took about five minutes to arrive, but after going to the

wrong entrance, it had to go around the block, When it came back around, a res- 
ident adviser opened the gate for the truck, said Andrew Gacek, freshman and res- 
ident at Scott Residence Hall. ; 

Afire was not found. Schleifer said the residue from the extinguisher tripped the 
alarm. When a fire alarm is sounded, ventilation is shut off for safety. 

Although it was a false alarm, fire safety is considered important to the univer- 
sity, especially since the January 19 fire at Seton Hall, N.J. 

That fire destroyed Boland Hall Dormitory, killing three students and injuring 62. 

Some people attribute the deaths at Seton Hall to the 18 false fire alarms in the 
four months preceding the fire. As a result, some students ignored the alarm. 

Schleifer said that fire alarms “can't be ignored” and the one at Seton Hall 
raised awareness of fire safety in the UNO community. 

Schleifer described the evacuation of Scott Residence Hall as very orderly and 
said the alarm is being taken seriously. 

Manager of Campus Security Paul Kosel said a suspect has been apprehend- 
ed for the false alarm, and the decision about taking action against the suspect 
remains with officials at Scott Residence Hall.

The Joy of 
Parking at UNO

During the first week of classes parking is always a problem, but this 
year students, faculty and staff may have it even more difficult. 

Assistant Vice Chancellor of Student Enrollment Services Wade 
Robinson said traffic in town, people being diverted to other access 
avenues, the Kiewit Conference Center not offering classes and enroll- 
ment growth may be contributing factors in the added congestion. 

On Tuesday of last week, many people experienced bumper-to- 
bumper, stop-and-go traffic coming to UNO on Happy Hollow Blvd. and 
through Elmwood Park. 

“| think { sat in traffic by Elmwood Park for at least 20 minutes,” said 
senior Marta Oquendo. “I knew traffic was going to be bad, but not like 
that.” 

As a result of traffic being backed up in that area, Campus Security was 
on hand to help with the congestion. 

“We don't usually do that, but it was considered an emergency situa- 
tion,” said Paul Kosel, head of Campus Security. 

Although, the numbers have not been officially calculated, enrollment is 
up. 
“As of today (Tuesday), our point in time enrollment comparisons are 

up 450 students,” Robinson said. ‘We are anticipating that number to rise.” 
' . “(UNO is-experiencing the largest growth in full-time-undergraduate stu- 
dents, which has been a trend every year since 1994, Robinson added. 

The higher amount of students on campus may also be contributing to 
classes not being offered at the downtown Kiewit Conference Center 
because UNO is no longer renting the space. 

In order to avoid traffic and parking problems, students can park at 
Aksarben and take the shuttle. 

“People have to start getting used to using the shuttle,” Kosel said. “We 
have got a lot of positive comments about the bus.” 

The shuttle service is free of charge and no parking permit is required 
to park at Aksarben. Kose! added that 13 buses are in use, including four 
large yellow ones. 

The average wait for the shuttle ranges from five to 10 minutes. — 
However, during the first week of classes, the wait tends to be longer. 

“Traffic patterns around campus dictates how fast we get around,” 
Kosel said. 

Some students prefer to park on campus. 

“| would rather not park at Aksarben and deal with riding the shuttle,” 
said sophomore Jill Jones. 

Kosel advised students who do park on campus and have a class at 
8:30 a.m. to arrive by 7:45 a.m. in order to get a parking spot in time for 
class. 

“| don’t know if | would wait more than 15 minutes,” Kosel added. “Why 
deal with parking? Ride the bus.”

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New Law Prohibits N.Y. Schools From 
Using Social Security Numbers For 
Student Identification 


Social Security numbers and stu- 
dent ID numbers are often synony- 
mous, however, a new law designed 
to prevent identity theft will restrict 
New York colleges and on how they 
can use a student's Social Security 
numbers. 

The law restricts colleges from 
using Social Security numbers for 
public identification purposes, such as 
on student ID cards, class rosters, 
grade posting and student directories. 

State Sen. Hugh Farley (R-44th), 
the law's main sponsor, is also a pro- 
fessor of business law at the State 
University of New York at Albany and 
sponsored the law because of how 
freely Social Security numbers are 
distributed at the school. 

The State University of New York 
System operates 30 universities 
statawide and does not have a sys- 
tem-wide policy regarding the use of 
Social Security numbers, though the 
universities do not use Social Security 
numbers on student ID cards, said 
Ken Goldfarb, spokesman for the 
SUNY system office. 

“SUNY has not used Social 
Security numbers on the face of ID 
cards for years,” Goldfarb said. 
“There's always been a concern about 
that kind of exposure.” 

David Yeh, assistant vice president 
for student and academic services at 
Cornell University, said the school 
used to display student's Social 
Security numbers on identification 
cards but has since stopped the prac- 
tice. 

“Like many of the universities 
we've used the Social Security num- 
bers as an identifier," Yeh said.

‘Though over the past three years 
we've been moving away from that.” 

For the last two years Cornell has 
been re-issuing student ID cards with 
new 16-digit identification numbers, 
rather than the previously used Socia! 
Security numbers. During the next six 
months the university will conduct an 
ID card blitz, replacing all old cards 
that display Social Security numbers. 

While no major incidents of identity 
theft have been linked to the use of 
student's Social Security numbers in 
New York, problems have surfaced on 
the opposite coast. An English 
instructor at a California community 
college allegedly used student Social 
Security numbers to open fraudulent 
credit card accounts in 1996. After 
allegedly stealing $43,000 in mer- 
chandise, the instructor was arrested. 

The law, which also covers public 
and private elementary and sec- 
ondary schools, won't go into effect 
until July 1, 2001, giving institutions 
time to comply with the law. 

In that time New York University 
plans to put together a group of 
department heads who will filter out 
any use of Social Security numbers 
that could be publicly displayed, said 
Lynne P. Brown, vice president for 
government and community relations 
at NYU. The school no longer dis- 
plays Social Security numbers on ID 
cards and plans to incorporate a new 
\D number system. 

“Our biggest problem will probably 
be with students who ask why they 
have to learn another number,” Brown 
said. “We'll probably tell them it’s for 
their own benefit like we always do.”

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Off Campus Living: 
More Than A Party 


WESTMINSTER, Mo. (TMS) — Many students believe moving off 
campus will end all of their worries, No longer will they have to contend with 
picky resident hall assistants or picked-over dining hall food, 

An apartment — or maybe even a house — would be heaven. Right? 

Guess again. Living off campus could indeed wind up making you 
more miserable than another night of Chef Bob's turkey tettrazini. While 
many students think a cool pad off campus will save them big bucks, often 
the opposite is true — especially when they've failed to consider that it will 
be them — not the dormitory housekeepers — who are responsible for 
ensuring there's toilet paper in the bathroom and dishwashing liquid near 
the kitchen sink. 

Many colleges and universities have heard so many horror stories 
about students who moved out on their own before they were really ready 
that they've crafted housing policies designed to ease students into the big 
responsibilities of managing a household. For example, at Westminster 
College in Missouri, students cannot live off campus unless they are 21 or 
are manied or have achieved senior status or are living with a parent or 
guardian. The University of Central Arkansas applies similar requirements, 
but only to freshmen. 

Alex Ross, a student at Tulane University in New Orleans, said living 
on campus is a much better bargain for him. 

“At Tulane, the real benefit of living on campus comes down to the 
almighty dollar,” he said. “In New Orleans, especially in the Uptown area 
where Tulane is, your everyday apartment is exceptionally expensive.” 

But at colleges and universities in smaller cities or towns, where the cost 
Of livingis less expensive, many students report that they spend less to rent 
an apartment or house than they woulda much smaller dorm room. Marisa 
Parkins, a Westminster senior, estimated that she saves about $400 a 
month — but she quickly conceded that her calculation doesn't include all 
of the hidden costs that many students living off campus fail to examine. 
Parkins also spends money stocking her home with groceries and clean- 
ing supplies — even light bulbs, 

Assuming those responsibilities undoubtedly take away from time that 
could be spent studying — and, yes, even socializing. 

“We had a hard time adjusting in the beginning,” Nick Johnson, a senior 
at University of Illinois-Champaign-Urbana said of his first experience with 
off-campus living. “Before almost everything was taken care of before we 
even arrived on campus. Now we actually had to call and have things like 
the phone and cable hooked up ourselves.” 

And then there are problems that one can only hope does not happen 
to them. 

“Our sewer backed up three times in one month,” Parkins said. “Our 
landlord lived 30 miles away, So sometimes it took days before the prob- 
lem was cleared up.” 

Despite all the problems and responsibilities that may go along with 
having your own house or apartment, many students who live off campus 
enjoy the freedom that it provides. 

‘With our own house] we can have who ever we want come over, 
when we want,” said Derek Shuckman, sophomore at University of Central 
Arkansas. “And we can play loud music.” 

Students ‘should never make the big leap from dorm to off-campus 
rental until they've honestly determined they're up for the challenges — 
and responsibilities —- that entails, Parkins said. 

“don't regret moving off carpus,” she added, “But, when | am rushing 
downtown to make the utility payment, | sure do wish that | was living on 
campus.”
